HONORED BY BANKEBS. 


"Mr. Carlisle in 1878, said: 'The 


jtruggle now going on cannot cease 
and ought not to cease until tho pres- 
jnt industrial interests of the couutrj 
are fully and finally umancipated from 
the heartless domination of Lhe syndi- 
cates, slock exchanges and other great 
combinations of miney grabbers in 
;bis country and Europe.' Now Mr. 
Carlisle is the honored guest at a con- 
vention attended by bankers and flnaii 
ciers who are opposed to the use or 
silver as standard money. Mr. Carlisle 
asks why the advocates of bimetallism 
are not in favor of the restoration ol 
silver gradually. What mockery this 
is. Did they not secure the passage of 
the Seigniorage Bill, after the repeal 
oil the Sherman law, and didpuot Mr. 
Carlisle's chief, Mr. Cleveland, veto 
this bill, notwithstauding the fact tbat 
it was voted for by more than two- 
thirds of 
the Democrats of both 


Houses? Did not tha advocates of bi- 
metallism in tho Senate offer to sup- 
port a bill providing for the unlimited 
coinage of silver, with the provision 


hope of international bimetallism, but 
insists that it is the duty of this gov- 
ernment to maintain t gold standard, 
and tries to show that it will cause an 
appreciation in the value of the silver 
dollar. 


"At the Memphis convention, Mr. 


CatchingB insisted that opponents of 
silver were expecting international bi- 
metallism. This seem'ng conflict be- 
tween Mr. Carlisle and Mr. Catchinga 
can be easily explained. Mr. Carlisle 
believed that the government should 
buy whatever silver it needs, and there- 
fore might be called a 'buy-metallist.' 
Mr. Catchings is in favor of the re- 
storation of silver after u while, if 
other nations will help us, and there- 
fore may be called a 'by-aud-by-metai- 
hst.'
